Examiner's Amendment 
Claims 52-54 have been canceled 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25-51 , 55-59 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art taken either singularity or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of the independent claim, in such a manner that a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach 
a combination of all the claimed features as presented in independent claims 25, 
34, 36, 37, 40, 41 , 42, 43, 45, 48, 51 , 57, with the important feature being; the 
higher conductivity material is incorporated in the electrically conducting 
layer( claim 25); wherein the network comprises a plurality of conducting strips 
obtained by screen printing using a paste like suspension of a silver type metal 
and a low melting point frit in an organic binder( claim 34); screen printing the 
network onto a glass type carrier substrate to obtain a printed network, covering 
the screen printed network with the at least one electrically conducting layer in 
order to form the multicomponet electrode(claim 36); wherein the network has a 
plurality of conducting wires in the form of essentially metallic wires surface laid 
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on a sheet having thermoplastic polymer(claim 37); wherein the network has 
fabric, a net or a metallic nonwoven material is a network surface laid on a sheet 
having thermoplastic polymer(claim 40); the network is obtained by etching or 
perforating a metallic layer or a metallic sheet(claim 41); the multicomponet 
electrode has at least one electrically conducting layer and at least one layer 
having a higher conductivity material in electrical contact(claim 42); at least one 
layer having dielectric material has an optical function, a function of anchoring 
the at least one layer having a higher conductivity material to the carrier 
substrate(claim 43); the sequence of the multicomponet electrode(claim 45); the 
exact structure of the multicomponet electrode(claim 48); a first electrically 
conducting layer, a film having a viologenic properties in the form of a polymer, of 
a gel or of a suspension in a liquid medium(claim 51 ); wherein the stack of 
functional layers is arranged between two substrates, each of which may be rigid, 
of glass. Therefore claims 25-51 , 55-59 are allowed.
